London. June 19.— Tbe St Jamei Oa* 
iett« ehtlms to have rteeire^ from an 
absolutely reliable source at Pretoria, 
capital of tbe Trangvaal, the pUin of 
a campaign which will be followed 
by General Joubert, commeoder-in- 
okitt M tlift Botra. in tht etant of war 
betwetn tlia TraaaTa*! and Great Brit- 
ain. 

General Joubert's force, it appears, 
will conaiat of 20,000 man amM with 
Maiitar rlfaa, tai addition to M qnick- 

firing guns and 1,000 artlllerynoen, most 
of them drawn from the G«rman and 
Dutch armiea. .With these troops and 
help ezpectad from the Or^nga Free 
atate, Jonbert axpecta to tske tlie of- 
fensive Immediately after the declara- 
tion of war. "inter the Orange Free 
etate and march on Kimberley, the 
Brltiah diamond mining center in West 
Grlqualand which forma four of the 
70 divisions of Cape Colony. 

Kimberley is about 100 miles north- 
west of Bloemfontein. In hia march 
on. Kimberley, Joubert will uae the 
railroad aa far aa aratlable, 'espeeta to 
capture the town with sllRht loss and 
blow up the De Beers diamond mine. 

BlmultaneouB, it la added, me rail- 
road frop Cape Toiy to Bulawayo 
win be deatroyed by Boer aympathia- 
ers and agents in Cape Colony, who 
will also destroy the Port Eltzabeth- 
Pretorift line south of Bloemfontein 
to pre?«nt Brltiah troopa from ualng 
It 

Finally, immediately after Kimber- 
ley is captured, General Joubert will 
advance on Capetown, the capital of 
Cape Colony, through the weatern 
proviacea, where the Dvtcb predomi- 
nate and are expected to Join the Bo- 
ers. Joubert calculates that he wiH be 
master of Capetown after the night of 
the declaration of war and that he will 
then be able to dictate tarma of peace.

London. June 19.— The offlciala of 
the colonial ofllce were shown tbe dia- 
patch from Washington, saying that 
Canada had served notice on Great 
Britain that atae muat ehooae between 
tb« United Statea and her nortbweat- 
em posaessions In the settlement of tbe 
Alaskan boundary dispute. They de- 
clared that the story is both wrong 
in aubatanee and fact and that It can 
be realBrmed tbat a modua Tivendi 
was reached early last week. Tbe ar- 
rant' ment, which Is a verbal one, dols 
With tbe question on broad lines. Une 
or two minor details are atill under 
diacussion and when they are aettled, 
ft final arrangement will be drawn up.

Northampton. Mass., June 19.— 
Northampton was dressed in its best 

to welcome the president of the T'liit- 
ed States upon his arrival from Hol- 
yoke. 

Considerable effort at general deco- 
ration was made and tbe public build- 
ings, together with many residences, 
were gay with bunting and flags. From 
every trolley pole, along tbe entire 
route of the parade, were auspended 
large flags while every few yarda were 
long streamers running to each side 
and caught up In tbe center over the 
trolley Wtr*^ fOTMlttf » lODg. bright 
archway. 

Tbe prMltsBt'* train arrived on 

time. Mr. William Whiting, the pres- 
ident's host at Holyoke. and Congress- 
men Olllette and Lawrence came up 
from Holyoke witb tbe party. 

A rousing cheer went op as the train 
came to a stop and President McKin- 
ley stepped down from the platform to 
enter the waiting carriage. This wel- 
come wa* repeated at intervaia, and 
the president and Mrs. McKialey were 
constantly engaged In adnowladglng 
the cheers. 

The presidential train stopped at a 
point where the carriage* could be *n- 
tered from tbe ear platfom. 

A recaption committee, representing 
tbe city, greeted tbe party and tbe lo- 
cal militia company witb the Grand 
Army preeented arm*. Tbe procession 
waa then formed aad moved through 
tbe main atr**t to tb« fMOlia ol igaitb 
college. 

At the station here Mayor John L. 
Mather and Hon. A. L. WiUiaton, of 
tbla dty, Hon. W. B. Pluakett of Ad- 
ama. Miss Helen McKinley, alster of 
tbe president. Miss Ella Buckingham, 
of Canton. 0., and Mrs. G. K. Glidden, 
of Boston, w«r* walUng to Join the vis- 
itor*. 

When the chapel waa reached the 
presidential party were given seats 
upon the platform, while the seniors 
occupied tbe front row of chaira in 
tbe Auditorium. 

The exercises were opened with sing- 
ing and prayer, and an address was 
made by President Seeleye, of the 
college. He apoke of tbe triun^pb in 
the struggle to remove the alnsoat uni- 
versal and unfair prejudice against 
the higher education of women, fle 
added that he considered tlir visit ( f 
the chief executive waa tbe fitting and 
crowning event of tbe laat year of tbe 
nineteenth century. Tbe speaker, on 
behalf of the college, expressed admi- 
ration for the national administration 
and tbe determln*tion of the president 
to give tbe blessing* of free and en- 
lightened government to all tbe peo- 
ple over whom we may be called to 
rule. 

He then requested that the presl- 
ident be given tb* r**p*ettnl aad grace- 
ful salutation of the assembly and 
stated tbat at tbe request of tbe pres- 
ident be would not call upon him to 
make an address. Tbe exercises clos- 
ed witb tb* slaglDg ot "Aasrlok." 

The ladles were taken to tb* reai- 
denr* of Captain Harry L. Wllllama, 
while the gentlemen entered the cliap- 
el. At the cloae oftbe exercises tbe 
prealdem watabai tbla plaiting of the 
class ivy. 

Tbe party were then driven to the 
residence of Captain Williams, where 
a beautiful loving cup wae presented 
to Mr*. MeXIbloy by Betbeaeda chap- 
el.

volvers and took me into the ronduc- 
tors' room and tied ray hands and feet 
with wire and laid me on the floor 
with my face to tbe wall. In the room 
I aaw Wblt*boa** wa* alao being 
bound and gagged. 

"When we were laid on the floor a 
man was detailed to guard us. In ;i few 
minutes in came another victim, wbo, 
I tbtak, Nms Wataon, a oeadnctor, aad 
he went through the same thing. Then 
two more came in and were bound. 
Tbe burgliii.s worked quietly. They 
wbiapered whenever they said any- 
thing to their nalabar. It <mly taoik 
them 10 minutes to blow the aafe. 

"The gtiards frequently threatened 
to shoot us if we made the least out- 
cry or motion. I think they muat have 
had a wagoo to take away tb* oa*b, 
becau** It iraa vwry heavy to gat awar 
with. 

"Sh«»rtly after the money wae taken 
our guards left Finally Philip Bavea, 
tbe el*etrlal*a. got hlm**It nalooaaaad 
and b* tb*a MBUio*ad u*. 

"I tried to rsaeb tb* city ball by 
wire, but tbe wlree of botb telephones 
had been cut and I started to run in 
tbe pitch dark across the country to 
the Belmont pumping station where I 
gave tbe alarm aad tb«y talepboaad 
aad laton pad tb* dsUpMeaa ."

The mass meeting at the court house 
Monday aftMBoon to oonaidar the torn- 
pike qoaation and the "gnard law" waa 

exceedingly lively and interesting at 
several stages of the proceedings. 

The attendance waa not aa large as had 
been expected, but it waa compoaed 
principally of aobetantial (armtia ol the 
county. 

Mr. L. W. Galbraith aaaumed the chair 
at 1:30 o'clock and atated that he had 
been reqaeeted to call tlie meeting to 

order and outline briefly its object. In 
doing 80 he reviewed the condition of af- 
t$in in whieh the county found itielf, 
refarrim to the $60,000 bond propoeition 
voted last fall, which the people of the 
county had been told, both by the free 
turnpike advocates and certain turnpike 
ownen, Would aettla tba qoaatlMi once 
and lor all. But the companiee refused 
to accept the $^0,000, and the Fiscal 
Court was in a position under the stipula- 
tions of the bond propoaition, to offer no 
man. With thia oooditiaii oonfronthag 
the people, the tollgatea were being 
guarded at a daily expense of $7^. . He and 
others resented the aapersiona oaat upon 
the county by the appointment of guaida* 
Tiiey did not believe guards were neces- 
sary, and they suggested the organization 
of a law and order league, who would 
guard the -gataa if neoeooary, free ol coet, 
and wonld hnnt 4own and puniah any 
raiders. Mr. Galbraith closed by calling 
for nominations for permanent Chairman. 

At this atage Mr. A. M. J. Cochran 
arose and atated that ha thooght they 
were taking the wrong steps if they 
wished to keep down lawleaaness, that 
their actions were calculated to arouse 
and inflame the people and thna incite 
the very thing they aonght io avoid. 
Mr. Cochran wanted to know who bad 
called the meeting, and was told by Mr. 
Galbraith that Mr. John B. Petera and 
Mr. W. H. Rice were among thoae who 
issued the call. 

Mr. Peters was ready to answer for 
himself and demonstrated that he waa 
able to meet all eomera. He bad not 
spoken very long before Mr. Ooohran 
beat a hasty retreat. 

Jud)i:e Whitaker was then elected 
Chairman and on assuming the chair de- 
lifwad all addreaa along the line of what 
had already been said. He asserted that 
there was no danger whatever from raid- 
ers; that the people of the county were 
law abiding, and he resented the aaper- 
siona cast upon the people by the ap- 
pointment of guards. He said five men, 
with loaded guns, were guarding a gate 
n his neighborhood, one of the most 
peaceful in the eonirty, and whoaa people 
would get up at any hour of the idght to 
protect any one's property.
